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Sir: 

In response to the Examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance in the Office Action dated 
April 25, 2008, the following comments are presented. 

Initially, Applicant thanks the Examiner for the citation of additional art, which is listed on 
the PTO-892 form attached to the Office Action. 

Applicant respectfully submit that they are not in agreement with the statement on page 2 which 
summarizes what Hattori (US 2005.0146423) teaches, but do agree that the claimed invention 
patentably defines over Hattori. 

With respect to the primary reason stated for allowance of claims 6-8, which is because of 
"locating a plurality of sensors for the physical parameter which are fixed to the radius part," Applicant 
respectfully notes that claim 6 does not recite "a plurality of sensors," and submits that claim 6 is 
allowable because of the combination of features recited therein. 
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With respect to the primary reasons stated for allowance of claim 9, which is because of "using 
data on the physical parameter read from said at least one sensor to compute the formula to calculate the 
force," Applicant respectfully submits that claim 9 does not recite any method steps, and submits that 
claim 9 is allowable because of the positively recited device features recited in that claim.
